WAYS TO DESTROY PESTS. 


The public health department at the 


Florida Federation of Women's clubs 
suggests the 
following 
ways and 


means for destroying flies and mos- 
quitoes: 


H O Wells, in his "World Set 


Free," paints an alluring picture of 
war a thing abandoned, the whole 
earth governed amicably by a com 
mon council of all nations, and all 
the bad things gradually done away 
with. Among .these bad things flies 
and mosguitos are utterly vanquished 
and blotted out. 


It makes one wish to live in that 


day, but it is not here yet 
Do not 


forget vhat flies and mosquitoes are 
still verr troublesome and dangerous 
Think of the things just these two 
insects are guilty of carrying with 
them and spreading among unsuspect 
ing human beings! Typhoid fever, la- 
fant diarrheas, tuberculosis, infantile 
paralysis, any one or more than" one 
of these diseases may be on the legs 
and wings and in the droppings of the 
fly that is crawling at this moment 
over your food, or over your baby's 
lips or milk bottle 
Malaria, yellow 


fever, and probably dengue are en 
tirely the work of the mosquito 


This is the time to destroy their 


breeding places 
Every tin can, bit 


of broken crockery, or other refuse 
article that will hold rain should be 
removed or buried 


No water should be allowed to stand 


uncovered in tubs or barrels, or in 
any other vessel for wigglers to breed 
in, and the attention of the city 
officials should be called to any stand 
ing water in public places in order 
that it may be drained away or cov 
erefl with kerosene to stop the breed 
ing of mosquitos 


The breeding of flies will be stop 


ped at once by the careful screening 
or tight boxing of all places where 
manure is stored, so that no flies 
can lay eggs in it, by removal of all 
manure at least as often as once 
a week, and by keeping all garbage 
covered and burning it or carting it 
away daily

All the country roads in Florida are 


bad 
They can be made to be good 


for automobile travel and freighting 
at a cost of f 150 a mile, using the 
natural material only and oil. This 
may seem to be an absurd statement, 
but It is the truth, and whatever 
county tries It first will be the first 
In Florida to bave all roads good for 
all the settlers. 


First, round up the existing road 


with a grading machine 
Then 


sprinkle it with water and put crude 
oil on it of twelve degrees gravity, 
nine feet wide, 70 barrels to the mile, 
at a cost of f 1 30 a barrel of 42 gal- 
ons 
Then put two inches of the 


natural sand over it and roll it hard 
with a roller 
The more you roll it 


he better 
The cheapest way to eov- 


T it is to leave a ridge of sand both 
ides of the nine feet strip with the 
oad grader, or else to distribute it 
with the grader over the oil and then 
oil It again hard 


The traffic will soon1 work the oil 
nd mix it with the sand. 
It then 


ecomes like a cinder road 
There 


will be no chuck holes, no dust, no 
mud 
It will be easy traveling for 


utos and teams 


Such a road should be oiled once 


very year 
The cost is so little that 


11 the roads can be made good and

WAYS TO DESTROY PESTS. 


The public health department of the 


Florida Federation of Women's club 
suggests the 
following 
ways and 


means tor destroying flies and mos 
qultoes: 


H. G. Wells, In his "World Se 


Free," paints an alluring picture o 
war a thing abandoned, the whole 
earth governed amicably by a com 
mon council of all nations, and al 
the bad things gradually done away 
with. Among {these bad things flies 
and mosquitos are utterly vanquished 
and blotted out 


It makes one wish to live in that 


day, but it is not here yet 
Do net 


forget .hat flies and mosquitoes are 
still very troublesome and dangerous 
Think of the things Just these two 
Insects are guilty of carrying with 
them and spreading among unsuspect- 
ing human beings! Typhoid fever, in/ 
fant diarrheas, tuberculosis, infantile 
paralysis, any one or more than one 
of these diseases may be on the legs 
and wings and in the droppings of the 
fly that is crawling at this moment 
over your food, or over your baby's 
lips or milk bottle 
Malaria, yellow 


fever, and probably dengue are en 
tlrely the work of the mosquito. 


This is the time to destroy their 


breeding places 
Every tin can, bit 


of broken crockery, or other refuse 
article that will hold rain should be 
removed or burled 


No water should be allowed to stand 


uncovered in tubs or barrels, or in 
any other vessel for wigglers to breed 
n, and the attention of the city 
omcials should be called to any stand 
ng water in public places in order 
that It may be drained ^away or cov 
ered with kerosene to stop the breed 
ng of mosqultos 


The breeding of flies will be stop- 


ped at once by the careful screening 
ir tight boxing of all places where 
manure is stored, so that no flies 
can lay eggs in It, by removal of all 
manure at least as often as once 
a week, and by keeping all garbage 
.overed and burning it or carting It 
away daily

Typhoid fever, in- 
fant diarrheas, tuberculosis, infantile 
paralysis, any one or more than" one 
of these diseases may be on the legs 
and wings and in the droppings of the 
fly that is crawling at this moment 
over your food, or over your baby's 


s or milk bottle. Malaria, yellow 


fever, and probably dengue1 are en- 
tirely the work of the mosquito. 


This is the time to destroy their 


breeding places. Every tin can, bit 
of broken crockery, or other refuse 
article that will hold rain should be 
removed or burled. 


No water should be allowed to stand 


uncovered in tubs or barrels, or in 
any other vessel for wigglers to breed 
in, and the attention of the city 
officials should be called to any stand- 
Ing water in public places in order 
that It may be drained €away or cov- 
ered with kerosene to stop the breed- 
ing of mosquitos. 


The breeding of flies will be stop- 


ped at once by the careful screening 
or tight boxing of all places where 
manure Is stored, so that no flies 
can lay eggs in It, by removal of all 
manure at least as often as once 
a week, and by keeping all garbage 
covered and burning it or carting it 
away daily.

often as possible, they make a profit 
on their goods

Say that It Is a lawless hole, infested 
with bootleggers and blacklegs Join 
every development which seeks to

The more you roll it 


the better 
The cheapest way to cov- 


er It is to leave a ridge of sand both 
sides of the nine feet strip with the 
road grader, or else to distribute it 
with the grader over the oil and then 
roll It again hard 


The traffic will soon1 work the oil 


and mix it with the sand. 
It then 


becomes like a cinder road 
There 


will be no chuck holes, no dust, no 
mud 
It will be easy traveling for 


autos and teams 


Such a road should be oiled once 


every year 
The cost Is so little that 


all the roads can be made good and 
all the people benefited 
The total 


cost is $150 per mile for an oiled road 
A rock road costs $25,000 a mile 
A 


brick road costs ?12 000 a mile 


The asphalt in the oil furnishes the 


binding material for the sand and 
(with the sand 
forms a permanent 


cover of bituminous rock 
If too 


much oil is used it forms a hard 
crust an inch thick with the top sand 
with a loose foundation of sand and 
will wear into chuck holfs 


The best of permanent roads can 


be built by laying first eight inches 
of broken rock rolling it fine 
then 


diling it 
then cover it with two 


Inches of clean gritty sand then roll 
It until smooth as glass 


The broken rock costs $2 50 a yard 


and the total cost of paving is about 
(14,000 a mile 
The road is perman 


ent and far superior to a br.ck road 
•only four inches thick and without 
foundation—but the brlrk road cos's 
$12,000 a mile and is only temporary 


It seems Incredible that counties 


will spend $27 for 1000 paving brick 
and $12,000 for each mile of a tempo- 
rary brick road without a foundation, 
When they can have a twelve inch 
permanent rock and o'l pavement for 
$10,000 a mile, or when they can 
furnish good roads to all the people 
everywhere In the county for $160 a 
mile 


The oil Is applied as follows 
It Is 


brought In a 'wagon-tank with a fau 
oet behind 
Under the faucet la 


a wooden trough 
nine feet long, 


twelve inches wide, eighteen inches 
high, with one half inch holes every 
six inches in the bottom of the bt>x 
through which the oil drops over the 
roadway 


If the oil is applied hot it mixes 


much better with the sand 
The oi 


Is heated in the tank at the rail 
road station by a steam coil in the 
tank At 180 degrees the oil is liquid 


If the oil Is applied hot it mixes 


like water and mixes at once with 
the sand and 
forme a bituminous 


rock pavement.—Fort Meade Leader

Tbe history of the piuno <ounts ng »

1SOO B. C. the first lyre was evolved 
from the mind of the high priest of 
Osiris, who lii one of his dally walks 
along the banks of the river Nile found 
an empty tortoise shell spanned wifi 
dried ligaments. Happening to strike 
It, be noticed tbut It gave fortb pleas- 
Ing sounds, 'and be at once made an 
Instrument on the plan of the tortoise 
shell. 


From tbe lyre It was but an easy 


step to tbe harp, now the most famous 
Instrument Iu tbe world 
Mileslus, one 


of tbe Phoenician priests, carried It 
with hint In bis conquest to Ireland, 
and there he planted It among tbe mu- 
sic loving Celts In V_>eO B. C. The royal 
Instrument became a controlling fea 
turo In druldical worship, and tbe harp- 
ist or Imrd ranked wltb royalty, tbe 
pru|lh«t and the priest. Tbe dnilds 
advanced tbe burp from eleven to thlr 
ty-two string* und crowned their ft 
forts in its Improvement by tbe evolu 
tion of tbe pillar, which bun ever sine* 
found universal adoption.

Baldly Faced Andr.w Jackson, Woi 
Hi* Friendship and Fought For Him. 
In the brave days of uld .lean La1 


fitte. the patriot pirate of the suit. 
ruled 'over a little outlaw kingdom or 
biSyOWU witlliu a few miles of tile citj 
6l New Orleans. 


A pleturesiiue figure was Jeau La 


fltte. with a graceful, courtly delivery 
about him which made him popnlai 
with many yf the most estimable 
dwellers In New Orleans. Handsome, 
able, nverse to the shedding of blood 
and even possessed of loyalty to the 
government whose excise laws he, 
made It his business to break. 


Latitte was French. Be drifted to 


Louisiana In the early years of the 
nineteenth c-entury and get up In pira- 
cy in the buy of Barataria. a shelter- 
ed burbor oit the gulf of Mexico, pro 
tected by a Ions islapd called Grand 
Terre. where Jean Lafitte dwelt In a 
bouse of brick, with broad and com- 
fortable verandas, where one might 
loll at ease in a hammock, smoking 
uid drinking lazily, while pirate chiefs 
bled in to bring reports of plunder 
Uiken and prospects ahead 


No crude or common pirate was this 


lean Lntltte. 
Be held a privateer's 


commission from the republic of Car- 
tagena, which had been recently es 
tublished iu South America and bag 
long since been forgotten, and this 
commission gave him the right to plan- 
ter Spanish ships. LaHtte's followers 
were a motley collection—black, whltei 
yellow and red—restless and reckless 
rovers of the sea. Latitte trafficked in 
silk and gold and negroes and sold 
his goods openly at auction even- In 
the city of New Orleans. 


He was popular, 'too: there is no 


doubt of that. Had It been otherwise 
be would uol have been permitted to 
remain five years In Baratarla. As 
early as IS(K) we find governors of Lou- 
isiana thundering against him, but La 
fltte went citluily .iliout his business 
Occasionally a revenue officer was kill- 
ed in a brush with the pirates, luva 
rinbly Lafitte expi eated/liis sorrow that 
bloodshed bad become necessary. A 
cnse wan brought against him In the 
federal I court The district attorney was 
a muu named (Jrymes 
Latitte went 


to see <»i.iines, and the result of the 
visit was that the district attorney re- 
signed Ids office and undertook Lnfltte's 
defense. He and the lawyer who as

apiece for 
1 thcTr 'serTicea Tfnd put It 


After the <aie nils dismissed Uryme" 
went to Baratarm to receive his fee 
and spent a week feasting .with the 
pirates, who treated him with princelj 
hospitality and escorted him back to 
the .Mississippi in a handsome yawl, 
laden with caskets of gold and silver 


Repeated attempts had been made to 


organize a military expedition to de 
stroy Lalitte's pirate ctilouy, but up to 
tbe year 1814 they hnd always come 
to nothing. In September of that yeai 
a British hi lg anchored si* miles from 
Barataria puss, and its captain came 
ashore and offered Lafltte a captain's 
commission in the British navy and 
$30.000 If he would join tbe British in 
an attack against New Orleans. 


Lafltte pietended to consider the of- 


fer, sending word meantime to a mem- 
ber of the legislature of the British 
captain's offer and declaring that he 
.would ne\ cr'accept It 
He sent anoth- 


er letter to Governor Clmlhorne. who 
hnd offered Jfi.OOO for Lafltte's head 
and for whoso head Lufitte in return, 
In u spirit of gay bravado, had offered 
a reward of JHO.OOO. Uantte suggested 
th.it the gou'rnor extend clemency to 
bis pinites. nho in return would aid In 
tile defense of tbe state against the 
British 
The offer was rejected, and 


an expedition under Commodore Pat- 
terson of the United States nary 
swooped down on Baratarla unexpect- 
edly, tore down tbe brick bouse, con- 
fiscated much plunder and drove out 
tbe pirates. 


Jean Lafltte and Ills brother Pierre 


escaped and established themselves on 
the lower Mississippi. Meanwhile An- 
drew .inckson had arrived to under- 
take the defense of New Orleans. Jean 
Lafittc went boldly Into New Orleans 
to see him, although the flery general 
had declared be would bare nothing to 
do with "these pirates and hellish ban- 
ditti." There must have been a pe- 
culiar charm and persuasiveness about 
Jean Lafltte, for after tbe Interview 
Jackson- changed bis mind, accepted 
the aid of the pirates and showed the 
utmost trust in them 
And throughout 


the siege of New Orleans the followers 
of Lafltte showed themselves worthy 
of confidence. 
They were excellent 


gunners, and two of Lafltte's captains, 
Dominique You and a man named Be- 
lurhe. were put In charge of ships. 
When the British bad been driven 
.away Jackson recommended that La- 
fltte and his men be granted pardon 
for ill previous misdemeanors, and the 
thing wan done. 


Nobody seemf to know exactly what 


became of Jean Lafttte and bis brother, 
in 181ft it* and .lean In Ualveston, 
Tex., whence he was chased by tbe 
Spanish government In 1820. 
Later 


there came stories of crnlaes IB the 
Caribbean. Tbe call of tbe aea waa 
too strong for the one time Barataflao,

As there has been much discussion 


of tbe first and second choice feature 
of tbe new primary law, and many o! 
the attempts at explaining the method 
of making the count for the results 
of the first and second choice voting 
are in error, we offer the following 
simplifed 
solution of the problem,

suppose there should be 50 voters, 
and they should be voting for three 
candidates for representative: John 
Doe, Richard Roe and' Henry Jones.

The inspectors of the election in 


this precinct would fill out the re- 
•urns to be certified to the county 
canvassing board in the following 
form.

candidate has a majority of the first 
choice votes, proceeds by eliminating 
all the -candidates except the highest 
and next highest in first choice Votes, 
wftlch would be Henry Jones in the 
above case; and to determine the 
nominee they should add to the first 
choice votes of Roe and Do* those 
second choice votes that werp cast as 
first choice for Henry Jones 
The 


result In the above case would be 31 
for Doe, and 19 for Hoe, consequently 
Doe would be the nominee. 


Of course to get the totals before 


any eliminations are made, the votes 
of the several precincts are totaled 
for each candidate, and no ellminat 
Ion is made until the total vote of

Of course to get the totals before 


any eliminations are made, the votes 
of the several precincts are totaled 
for each candidate, and no eliminat- 
ion is made until the total vote of 
each candidate Is tabulated.

The public health department of th 


Florida Federation of Women's club 
suggests the 
following 
ways an 


means tor destroying flies and mos 
qnltoes: 


H. G. Wells, In his "World Se 


Free," paints an alluring picture o 
war a thine abandoned, the whole 
earth governed amicably by a com 
mon council of all nations, and al 
the bad things gradually done away 
with. Among these bad things flies 
and mosquitos are utterly vanquishei 
and blotted out 


It makes one wish to live in tha 


day, but it is not here yet. Do uc 
forget .hat flies and mosquitoes are 
still very troublesome and dangerous 
Think of the things just these two 
Insects are guilty of carrying with 
them and spreading among unsuspect 
Ing human beings! Typhoid fever, in 
fant diarrheas, tuberculosis, infantile 
paralysis, any one or more than" one 
of these diseases may be on the legs 
and wings and in the droppings of the 
fly that is crawling at this moment 
over your food, or over your baby's 
lips or milk bottle. Malaria, yellow 
fever, and probably dengue are en 
tirely the work of the mosquito. 


This is the time to destroy their 


breeding places. Every tin can, bit 
of broken crockery, or other refuse 
article that will hold rain should be 
removed or burled. 


No water should be allowed to stand 


uncovered in tubs or barrels, or in 
any other vessel for wlgglers to breed 
in, and the attention of the city 
officials should be called to any stand- 
Ing water in public places in order 
that it may be drained _away or cov- 
ered with kerosene to stop the breed- 
Ing of mosquitos. 


The breeding of flies will be stop- 


ped at once by the careful screening 
or tight boxing of all places where 
manure is stored, so that no flies 
can lay eggs in it, by removal of all 
manure at least as often as once 
a week, and by keeping all garbage 
covered and burning it or carting it 
away daily.

waterway from the St Johns river to 
Key West, Senator Fletcher lias

amendment to the rivers and harbors 
bill looking toward such a plan, says 
the Times-Union. 


The 
measure,

Fletcher has offered, and which he 
will urge when the rivers and harbors 
bill is taken up in the senate, pro- 
vides as follows: "That the president 
of the United States is hereby author- 
ized to appoint a commission consist- 
ing of an officer or retired officer of 
the engineer corps of the 
United 


States army, an officer of the United 
States navy and one person from civil 
life to examine and appraise the value 
of the work and franchise of the E,ast 
Coast canal from the St. Johns river 
to Key West with reference to the 
desirability of purchasing said canal 
by the United States and the construc- 
toin over the route of the said canal 
of a free and open waterway having a 
depth and capacity sufficient to ac- 
commodate vessels drawing ten feet 
of water at mean low water. 


"Said commission, to the extent 


that the same can be done from sur- 
veys heretofore made under the di- 
rection of the war department and 
within the limits of the appropriation 
lerein made, shall also examine and 
Investigate the feasibility for the pur- 
rase of such a waterway of any paral- 
el route between said points. • The 
said commission shall make a report 
of Its work, together with Its conclu- 
commerctal advantages and military 
and naval use bf.sald route or route*, 
o the secretary of war, who (hall 
transmit the same to congress at Its 
next session.

Then he out with his revolver Seated 
before one of the fires was an old \\ o- 
man nith her knitting in hand and a 
pipe In her mouth 
It was a long shot, 


but the evil one urged William to try 
it and try he did 


What happened? 
Something even worse than murder 


The bullet went straight for the old 
woman's head and crashed Into her

1SOO B. C. the first lyre was evolved 
from the mind of the high priest of 
Osiris, who lii one of his dally walks 
along the banks of the river Nile found 
an empty tortoise shell spanned wifi 
dried ligaments. Happening to strike 
It, be EJtk-ed tbat It gave fortb pleas- 
Ing sounds, 'and be at once made an 
Instrument on the plan of the tortoise 
shell. 


From tbe lyre It was but an easy 


step to tbe harp, now the most famous 
Instrument lu tbe world. Mlleslus, one 
of tbe Phoenician priests, carried It 
with hint in bis conquest to Ireland, 
and ttu-rv he planted It among tbe mu- 
sic loving Celts in l->eO B. C. The royal 
Instrument became a. controlling fea 
turo In druldlcal wonhtp. aud tbe harp- 
ist or Imrd ranked with royalty, tbe 
pru|lh«t and tb« priest. Tbe dnilds 
advanced tbe burp from eleven to thlr 
ty-two itrings und crowned their ft 
forts in its Improvement by tbe evolu 
tion of tbe pillar, wblcb bun «v«r •lac* 
found universal adoption.

And at Mild a Manmr*d Man ai Evei 


Souttled Ship or Cut a Throat—He 
Boldly Faced Andr.w Jaekeon, W«i, 
Hi* Friendship and Fought For Him. 


In tbe brave days of old .lean Lr 


fitte. the patriot pirate of tbe gult. 
ruled 'over a little outlaw kingdom or 
Disown within a few miles of the cit.v 
Of New Orleans. 


A picturesque figure was Jean La 


fltte. with a graceful, courtly delivery 
about him which made him popular 
with 
many yf tbe most estimable 


dwellers in New Orleans. Handsome, 
.able, averse to tbe shedding of blood 
and even possessed of loyalty to tbe 
government whose excise laws he, 
made it Ills business to break. 


Lafitte was French. 
Be drifted to 


Louisiana In tbe early years of the 
nineteenth century and set up In pira- 
cy in the bay of Barataria. a shelter- 
ed harbor oit tbe gulf of Mexico, pro 
tected by a long islapd called Grand 
Ti'rre. wbere Jean Lafitte dwelt in a 
house of brick, witb broad and com- 
fortable verandas, where one might 
loll at ease in a hammock, smoking 
UK! drinking lazily, while pirate cblefs 
tiled in to -bring reports of plunder 
Uiken and prospects abend. 


No crude or common pirate was tbis 


lean Lafitte. 
Be held a privateer's 


commission from the republic of Car- 
tagena, which had been recently es 
tabllshed lu South America and has 
long since been forgotten, and this 
commission gave him the right to plun- 
der Spanish ships. 
Lafitte's followers 


were a motley collection—black, whltei 
yellow and red—restless and reckless 
rovers of the sea. Lafitte trafficked In 
silk and gold and negroes and sold 
bis poods openly at auction even1 In 
the city of New Orleans. 


He was popular, 'too: there Is no 


doubt of that. Had It been otherwise 
be would uol have been permitted to 
remain five years lu Barataria. 
As 


early as IS(K) we find governors of Lou- 
isiana tuuuuV.rlng against him, but La 
fitte went calmly about his business 
Occasionally a revenue officer was kill- 
ed in a brash with the pirates, luva 
rlnbly Lafitte expressed/his sorrow that 
bloodshed bad become necessary. A 
case was brought against him in tbe 
federa I court. The district attorney was 
a muii named (irymes. 
LaBUe went 


to see <>oiues, and the result of tbe 
visit was that the district attorney re- 
signed his office and undertook Lafltte's 
defense. He and the lawyer who as 
slsted 
bUn 
were promised 
$2U,(XH' 


apiece for thcTr 'services "Slid gut It 
After tbe <aie ivas dismissed Orymeo 
went to Barutanu to receive his fee 
and spent a week feasting .with the 
pirates, who treated him with prlncelj 
hospitality and escorted him hack to 
tbe .Mississippi in a handsome yawl, 
laden with caskets of gold and silver. 


Repeated attempts bad been made to 


organize a military expedition to de 
stroy Lalitte's pirate ctilouy, but up to 
tbe year 1814 they had always come 
to nothing. In September of that yeai 
a British In IK anchored sK miles from 
Baratnria pass, and its captain came 
ashore and offered Lafltte a captain's 
commission in the British navy and 
$30.000 If he would join tbe British in 
an attack against New Orleans. 


I.uflUe pietended to consider the of- 


fer, sending word meantime to a mem- 
ber of the legislature of the British 
captain's offer and declaring that he 
.would nc\ cr'accept it 
He seut anoth- 


er letter to Governor Chaiborne. who 
had offered Jfi.OOO for Lafltte's head 
aud for whose head Lafltte in return, 
In u spirit of gay bravado, had offered 
a reward of JHO.OOO. IJufltte suggested 
that the goiernor extend clemency to 
bis pirates, who in return would aid lu 
the defense of tbe state against the 
British. The offer was rejected, and 
an expedition under Commodore Pat- 
terson of the United States navy 
swooped down on Barataria unexpect- 
edly, tore down the brick bou&e, con- 
fiscated much plunder and drove out 
tbe pirates. 


Jean Lafltte and Jiis brother Pierre 


escaped and established themselves on 
the lower Mississippi. Meanwhile An- 
drew .inckson had arrived to under- 
take the defense of New Orleans. Jean 
Lafitte went boldly Into New Orleans 
to see him, although the fiery general 
had declared be would have nothing to 
do with "these pirates and hellish ban- 
ditti." There must have been a pe- 
culiar charm and persuasiveness about 
Jean Lafitte, for after tbe Interview 
Jackson- changed bis mind, accepted 
the aid of the pirates and showed the 
utmost trust in them. And throughout 
tbe siege of New Orleans the followers 
of Lafltte showed themselves worthy 
of confidence. 
They were excellent 


gunners, and two of Lafltte's captains. 
Dominique You and a man named Be- 
luctae. were put In charge of ships. 
When the British bad been driven 
.away Jackson recommended that La- 
fltte and his men be granted pardon 
for all previous misdemeanors, and the 
thing was done.

The disastrous fire at St. Augustine

AHO MOSQUITOES 


PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


OF FLORIDA FEDERATION OF 


WOMEN'S 
CLUBS 
SUGGESTS 


WAYS TO -DESTROY 
PESTS. 


The public health department of the 


Florida Federation of Women's clubs 
suggests the 
following 
ways and 


means for destroying flies and mos- 
quitoes: 


H. Q. Wells, In his "World Set 


Free," paints an alluring picture of 
war a thing abandoned, the whole 
earth governed amicably by a com- 
mon council of all nations, and all 
the bad things gradually done away 
with. Among Jhese bad things files 
and moBquitos are utterly vanquished 
and blotted out 


It makes one wish to live in that 


day, but it is not here yet 
Do net 


forget' .hat flies and mosquitoes are 
still very troublesome and dangerous. 
Think of the things just these two 
Insects are guilty of carrying with 
them and spreading among unsuspect- 
ing human beings! Typhoid fever, in- 
fant diarrheas, tuberculosis, infantile 
paralysis, any one or more than." one 
of these diseases may be on the legs 
and wings and in the droppings of the 
fly that is crawling at this moment 
over your food, or over your baby's 


s or milk bottle. Malaria, yellow 


fever, and probably dengue1 are en- 
tirely the work of the mosquito. 


This is the time to destroy their 


breeding places. Every tin can, bit 
of broken crockery, or other refuse 
article that will hold rain should be 
removed or burled. 


No water should be allowed to stand 


uncovered in tubs or barrels, or in 
any other vessel for wigglers to breed 
In, and the attention of the city 
officials should be called to any stand- 
ing water in public places in order 
;hat it may be drained away or cov- 
ered with kerosene to stop the breed- 
ing of mosqultos. 


The breeding of flies will be stop- 


led at once by the careful screening 
or tight boxing of all places where 
manure Is stored, so that no flies 
can lay eggs in It, by removal of all 
manure at least as often as once 
a week, and by keeping all garbage 
covered and burning it or carting it 
away dally.
